of- scant diet in Russian hospitals; 
Corporal Prince has entered quaran- 
tine camp on the Finnish frontier. 


AMBUSCADED 


Seventeen months ago while tra- 


versing frozen north 
Russia

versts : southeast of Archangel, over 
a snow shoe trail four fee.t deep in 
snow, Prince and his patrol of seven 
Americans were ambuscaded by the 
Bolsheviki. Prince was hit in the 
knee and his leg was broken at the 
hip,-while another bullet struck him 
in the side. He was captured and 
taken to 'Koflas. No Americans knew 
o f - h i s prelence In Russia until a 
year later, when 
Prince 
recovered 


sufficiently to go to the Bolsheviki 
foreign office and ask how to get 
home. Trom Kotlas he was removed 
to Kostrome in middle Russia. 


On September 28 last, Prince was 


sent as a prisoner to the Tula sta- 
tion camp composed of ar.tl-Bolshe- 
vik 
prisoners. 
Here 
his 
wounds 


supporated afresh, necessitating his 
again going into a hospital. There he 
remained for a month, when he was 
transferred to Moscow, 320 miles, to 
the north. 


At Moscow Prince says he exper 


lenced the worst 
sufferings of his 


stay In Russia. In company with an 
English Jew, a Bolshevik soldier, 
who had been wounded, Prince later 
went to an 
international 
hospital 


maintained by Hungarians In Mos- 
cow, from which he was released May 
22. 
Then he was taken to a home 


formerly maintained by the British In 
Moscow and under the better treat- 
ment and food he improved. 


During his fourteen months in hos- 


pitals Prince 
said, he 
lived on a 


daily.ration of a quarter of .a pound 
of cooked grain, three quarters "of 
pound of black bread, which.often 
was so full of «traw he was unable 
to .cat It;.salt herring soup; Imitation 
tea anxi an ounce and a half of sugar. 
He , received 
a 
pound 
of tobacco 


monthly. 


At the 
International 
hospital In 


Moscow the ration Included one ounce 
of .butter.daily1-and also white bread.

Formally A-eecpt* Offer of Stnte De- 


partment. 


The city council Thursday formally 


accepted the offer of the state de- 
partment of public 
works to lease 


one of the trucks which the United 
States government has alloted to ths 
different states to be leased to the 
various counties in the states for use 
on street or road construction. This 
will give the street department of the 
city a truck at a very low cost as 
the city, through the county, agrees 
to pay down $75 and 
J100 a year 


rental as long as the city shall keep 
the truck. 
In the contract the city 


agrees to keep the truck in good 
condition and if it does not do so may 
forfeit the right to retain it. 


During the time it is in the hands 


of the city the municipality assumes 
the risk of the truck which is valued 
at $1,850. this being the worth of 
the truck for the year ending May. 
1921. 
The year following the eUy 


assumes the responsibility for the 
truck as being 75 per cent of the 
value of the first year. Then follows 
a fixed rule of depreciation so that 
the city will not be responsible to the 
government for more than the actual 
depreciated value of the machine 
from year to year. 


The truck probably will be brought 


to Decatur from Springfield overland. 
The machine is a brand new. White 
truck, of one and a half tons ca- 
pacity, and the city gets" a bargain 
in securing It for the street depart- 
ment in this manner.

airplane is soon lo flv from its carefull;

The bat-wing airplane represents an at 


tempt to do away with the parasitic fe

This monster aerofoil is an internall
